When Vorys Pell Down 

Foraker men pulled off a big 
coup at Logan, Ohio, when they 
compelled Congressman Albert 
Douglas, and Arthur [, Vorys, 
managers of the Taft campaign, 
to accept two rampant outspoken 
Foraker men as National dele- 
gates. Meigs and Athens county 
leaders selected Zane Burleigh, 
of Perry, and Clinton L Potton, 
of Athens, as as national dele- 
gates, and, with the assistance 
of John White, of Hocking, *in 
sistedon their being named. 

A part of the deal was consu- 
matedat Washington when Sen- 
ator F-raker had White confirm- 
ed as postmaster at Logan, but 
Congressman Douglas did not 
know of this until he reached Lo- 
gan. 

The Congressman, who has 
been one of the Taft leaders 
was not inclined to give in until 
his own seat was threatened. It 
was ibown him thut bj seating 
the Vollenweider dele g a t io n 
from Vinton enough votes could 
l.e MOUrod to defeat him for nom- 
ination and t he place was offered 
to both John White and Isreal 
Foster.' of Athens,. 

Douglas and Vorys capitulated 
and consented to that the reso- 
lutions should mention Foraker 
and Dick. To make matters the 
more galling Mr. Vorys read the 
resolution, which the convention 
adopted, and there was as much 
cheering for Foraker us there 
was for Taft. 

Foraker men were elated over 
the victory and openly declare 
that the two delegates will not 
be bound by the resolution which 
pledges them to Taft until nomi- 
nated. It is said that Mr. Bur- 
leigh, in an interview a few days 
ago declared he would not vote 
for Taft if nominated.

I/.zy Foster, of Athens, was 
Chlrmen of the convention and 
0.0, Bales, >f Lancaster, Secre- 
tary. When candidates were 
called for no other name was 
presented except that of Doug- 
las. A. E. Tinker, of Kosa, pre- 
sented the name of the candi- 
date from that county. A. I. Vo- 
rjw, the Taft manager, was 
Chairman of the licsolut ions 
Committee. 

All 'administrations from the 
national to the most lowly were 
indorsed without equivocut ion, 
and, as if by coincidence, when 
Hie eulogy of I'oraker was read, 
Manager Vory-fell from the op- 
era house platform bj accident, 
but was not injured. This caused 
the greatest outburst of the con- 
vention.
